last dime at Mega Mart what do you 
do if your car breaks down?” 

“When you tax the way we're 
taxing now and spending the surplus 
you’re going to kill the goose that is 
laying the golden egg,” Wolf said. 

One of Wolf's concerns is in the 
case of a recession, how would 
taxpayers continue to pay me this kind 
of spending? 

“Twenty seven other states have

Wolf said taking population 
growth in context with taxes might 
make more people want to move to 
Nebraska. This would result in more 
jobs and more money. 

“There has to be a connection 
between what we’re taxing and 
spending and the numbers of people 
paying into the system and using the 
services,” Wolf said.

Life Is Fragile 


The cold reality of death only hit 
me when it hit those around me. Her 
friends, the kids that I work with, were 
falling apart in front of my eyes and I 
didn’t know what to say or do to make 


| it better. 


It just makes you think. 

“I know. [had a friend who died 
in a car wreck last summer. He was 
the prom king, for God’s sake. He died 
only three months after graduation.” 

Who she was doesn’t really mat- 
ter. She could have been your enemy, 
neighbor, associate, family member or 
best friend. This girl could have been 
someone that you see every day or a 
person that you haven't seen since high 
school. 

“Next time I try to drive like that, 
that drunk, I give you permission to 


. punch me and take my keys.” 


Every day, we makes decisions 


that endanger us. We drive home a — 


little too tipsy after that get-together 


-ended a little fuzzier than expected, 


We cut someone off during rush hour 
on Dodge Street, smoke cigarettes for 
breakfast or drink coffee instead of 
juice. 

We make those little decisions 
that put us on the edge, without really 
thinking about the consequences. But 


_ thinking for now and not for later is 


what gets us into trouble. We don’t 
realize that driving drunk could end 
in trouble or that the person we cut 
off might not stop in time. 

I'll be fine this time. 

But, what if this time is really the 
last time? 

The worst part is, Ivan Pavlov 
and many of the turn of the century 
psychologists are right. Humans learn 
from experience. If there are no con- 
sequences, no negative reinforcement, 
people will continue to take dangerous 
actions; especially if they benefit the 
present. 

Hell, I’ve done it myself. 

If we drive drunk and make it 
home to our warm bed, we think that 
we drive better when we are drunk. 
But, although we made it okay this 
time, it doesn’t change the fact that we 
may not make it the next time. 

Humans walk around with this 
“T am invincible” attitude. It is easy 
to forget that it was by chance that we 
were created. This chance should be 
protected. 

I’m not saying we should act like 
we are walking on eggshells or any- 
thing. We should just realize that a 
person can only live on the edge for so 
long. Eventually they have to either 
fall back onto solid ground or fall over. 


What does this have to do with a 
sixteen-year old dying in a‘ car acci- 
dent? 

You tell me. 

She tried to pass two cars at once 
in a no passing zone. She. made that 
split-second decision that was fine un- 
til she lost control, She forgot how 
fragile her life was long enough to die. 

She'll never graduate from high 


school or go to her senior prom, This 


girl won't be able to try college for a 
while, buy cigarettes or drink legally 
in abar. She'll never be able to do the 
things that we consider simple rites of 
passage. . 

“He’s gone. I keep thinking that 
I might see him again, some day. But 
he is really gone. I will never see him 
again.” 

The sad thing is, it takes a trag- 
edy like this to make us remember how 
truly fragile we are, It talses something 
like this to make us realize that we 
could make a decision that could cause 
a death; our own or someone else’s. 

Even sadder, most people will 
soon forget. They will go on with their 
day to day business of taking life for 
granted and forgetting. 

They aren’t invincible. 

The hardest task in life is not for- 
getting.

NEW YORK— Students at- 
tending public universities are pay- 
ing an average of 4 percent more in 
tuition this year compared to last 
year, a new study says. Meanwhile, 
students at four-year private schools 
are paying about 5 percent more, an 
average of $14,500 for the year. 

Depending on the type of insti- 
tution, students will pay- anywhere 
from $66 to $723 more than last 
year, reported the College Board, 
which releases a study on college 
costs yearly. 

That’s just tuition. Students 
can expect to pay up to 5 percent 
more for room and board this year, 
too. 

Commenting on the latest fig- 
ures, College Board President 
Donald M. Stewart said that “the 


steadily rising challenge to many 
Americans—particularly the most 
‘financially disadvantaged.” 

At the same time, however, the 
financial aid available to those stu- 
dents was $60 billion, 


from a year ago, according to the 
College Board. 
But most of the increase in fi-

have to pay back — loans. “For the 
better part of the last 20 years, we 
have been drifting from a grant- 
based to a loan-based form of finan- . 
cial aid,” Lawrence E, Gladieux, the 


‘College Board’s executive director 
‘for policy analysis, said. 


Stewart encouraged colleges to 
do more to hold the line on rising 
college costs, but he also said most 
parents overestimate the costs of 
getting a higher education. 

“The truth is that the majority 
of Americans often overestimate the 
price of attending college and may 
be discouraged by those miscalcula- 
tions,” Stewart.said: He noted that 
majority of all students at four-year 
colleges’ and universities pay less 


- than $4,000 per year for tuition and 


fees. 

While acknowledging that a col- 
lege education is not “inexpensive or 
easy,” Stewart said that families 
should consider it an investment in 
“earning potential and learning po- 
tential” that may require “foresight, 
planning, prudent saving—and per- 
haps some sacrifice.” 

The findings, reported in 
Trends in College Pricing 1998, are 
based on data collected in the Col- 
lege Board’s Annual Survey of Col- 
leges, 1998-99,

The UNO Maverick vol- 
leyball team pushed their win 
streak to four games this week- 
end as they downed the 
Minnesota State-Mankato 
Mavericks on Friday night 15- 
10 15-11, 8-15, 15-8. 

The UNO win took four 
games to pull off and Minnesota 
State-Mankato hung tough in 
the entire match. 

UNO took game one 15- 
10 on a potent attack that was 
hitting at a .310 clip (15 kills 
minus two errors divided by 42 
attacks), The second game was 
more the same as UNO took it 
15-L1 to seize a 2-0 lead in the 
match. UNO improved their 
hitting to .315 (21 kills minus 
four errors divided by 54 at- 
tacks) in the game while Min- 
nesota State-Mankato commit- 
ted seven errors in game two. 

With their backs to the 
wall, the Minnesota State-

attacks) while Minnesota State 
had nine errors in the game. 

On the scoresheet, UNO 
Head Coach Rose Shires went 
with her starting six for most of 
the night. Junior Korrine Boltin 
paced both teams with a match- 
high 16 kills. Freshman Nikki 
Mastny added 14 kills in the win 
and both Krista Niezwaag and 
Christy Fossum pounded down 
10 kills, Cheri Pribyl added 51 
assists to the winning effort. 
UNO committed just 12 errors 
on the night and finished with a 
327 hitting percentage as a 
team.

Hendricksen was slowed by 
teammates Olivia Cooper and 
Cassie Bohning who combined 
for 13 errors on the night which 
offset their 13 kills.

The UNO Mavericks locked horns 
with the Augustana Vikings and they 
sealed another victory at the homecom- 
ing game on Saturday with their fifth- 
in-a-row win, 54-27. 

Within the first two-minutes of the 
game, tailback Adam Wright had the 
fans on their feet full of excitement as 
he scored two consecutive touchdowns. 

“I think obviously this was prob- 
ably one of his best games of the sea- 
son,” said UNO Maverick Football 
Head Coach Pat Behrns. “We've al- 
ways known that Adam has been very 
capable, its just a matter that sometimes 


you’ ve got to go out there and make suc- 


cess happen today. If he continues to 
do that, he'll go on to be a great running 
back.” 

Wright, a UNO sophomore said, 
“Really, {’m just excited that we won 
the game, and we went out there and 
gave a great team effort.” Wright ran 
into the end zone from 17 yards out on 
the Mave’ third play from scrimmage for 
the first touchdown. Placekicker Paul 
Kosel’s extra point was no good, though, 
as it bounced off the upright and the lead 


stood at 6-0 just 1:19 into the game. 

Augustana’s next offensive play, a 
pass from Viking quarterback Eric 
DeGraff was intercepted by Mike 
Comer, Comer’s a Maverick defender 
and UNO got the ball back on the Vi- 
king 16-yard line. 

Wright got the call on the next two 
plays, a six-yard gain up the middle fol- 
lowed by his second touchdown in 20 
seconds, putting the Mavs up 12-0. 

Again, attempts for extra points af- 
ter the actual touchdown were not suc- 
cessful as Quarterback Ed Thompson 
tried for a two-point conversion, but the 
pass was overthrown, 

The Mavs ran only five plays of- 
fensively but had 12 points on the board 
in 1:10 of possession. 

The Vikings continued to suffer, 
although late in the first quarter, they 
thought they had scored a touchdown 
but it was called back on an 
unsportsman-like penalty due to a “head 
slap.” 

The name of the game for UNO's
